S™^RY  OF  FORFIC-N  CROP  PROSPECTS . 

The  harvesting  of  the  new  wheat  crop  is  nearing  completion  in  the 
leading  wheat  producing  countries  of  the  Southern  Hemisphere,  Heavy 
rainfall  during  the  first  half  of  January  over  the  grain  producing  area 
of  Argentina  has  delayed  hai>vesting  and  injured  the  quality  of  the  grain 

somewhat.      No  official  estimate  is  as  yet  available 
concerning  the  production  but  unofficial  reports  as 
given  by  the  leading  railros^ds  of  the  co-untry 
indicate  the  production  to  be  about  the  s^e  as 
last  year.      The  official  estimate  of  the  area  is 
'13,927,000  acres  in  1921- 1922  compared  v/ith  14,957^000  in  1920-1921,  The 
linseed  crop  is  nearly  harvested  and  reports  indicate  the  yield  and  quality 
to  be  below  normal.      The  area  of  linseed  is  greater  than  last  year  being 
.^reported  as. 3, 892,  000  acres,   or  111.7  per  cent  of  1920-1921.      The  oat  crop 
is  poor.      The  acreage  planted  to,  corn  is  reported  to  ,be  larirer  than  last 
year  and  the  recent  rains  have  greatly  stimulated  growth.      The  supply  of 
farm  labor  in  Argentina  has  been  reported  ag  quite^  ab"undant. 

The  wheat  harvest  is  in  progress  in  Uruguay  and  the  production 
"  is  reported,  to  be  above  average.  Conditions

The  seeding  of  wheat  and  barley  is  nearly  finished 
in  northern  Africa  and  due  to  abundant  rain  a  larsre  acreage  has  been  sovn 
and  good  germination  is  reported*     The  condition  of  the  V7he,at  crop  is 
generally  satisfactory  in  Egypt,      The  condition  of  vrintsr  wheat  continues 
favorable  in  Canada  and  no  reports  of  winter  killing  have  been  received  so 
far.      Rain  has  benefited  the  vrh eat  crop  some\vhat  in  the  southwestern 
section  of  the  United  States,  bat  the  condition  still  continues  poor  as  the 
rains  came  too  late  to  be  of  any  great  benefit.     A  good  covering  of  snow 
is  proving  beneficial  to  the  crop  throughout  the  northern  and  northwestern 
States,      The  condition  of  rye  cratinaes  excellent. 

The  condition  of  the  spring  wheat  crop  is  generally  very  favorable 
throughout  India  due  to  recent  rains,  althoi:^h  more  rain  is  needed  in  the 

"  Central  Provinces  and  Bombay.      Present  prospects 

SPRING  CROP  FAyORAPIE         indicate  that  the  production  for  India  as  a  whole 
IN  INDIA  '^ill  be  considerably  larger  than  the  poor  crop  of 

last  year.     The  condition  of  the  sesamuta  and 
linseed  crops  is  generally  good.      The  area  sown  to  linseed  for  1921-1922 
is  reported  as  2,001,000  acres,  or  114.0  per  cent  of  the  1920-1921  area 
and  80,4  per  cent  of  the  five-year  average.
